Moonshine Still Captured. 


Edward S. Sneeringer and Norman 


Small were arrested last week by 
State Police Sergeant Paul S. Wor- 
cester and Private Frank B. Goucher. 
Both men are charged in this county 
with manufacturing, selling and pos- 
sessing 
intoxicating 
liquor. The 


State Police armed with search war- 
rants went to the tenant house on 
farm of John R. Kuhn, Esq., of 
Brooklyn, near East Berlin, occupied 
'by Edwrard S. Sneeringer, and found 
in the cellar a copper still of 35 gal- 
ions capacity attached to a whiskey 
barrel with other evidence of the 
manufacture of liquor. It is alleged 
that the men have been selling their 
moonshine in Hanover, selling bot- 
tles of the stuff in pastboard cartons. 
The men are being prosecuted in 
York county for such sales. The still 
was removed by the State Police. The 
still found in the cellar is the widtli 
of an ordinary cook stove. The offi- 
cers also found four large whiskey 
barrels of masTi made qf prunes and 
peaches, and four other barrels of 
the same size and capacity, but 
empty. Four jags containing distill- 
ed liquor and brandy, about ten gal- 
lons : eight empty whiskey bottles, a 
tester, a bottle of sugar coloring, 
paddles and other paraphernalia used 
in manufacturing liquor were found. 
The stuff was all seized, placed on a 
truck and brought to Gettysburg 
where it was stored in the county 
jail. The mash -was destroyed by 
pouring kerosene on it.

President Harding addressed the 


United States Senate on Friday, Feb. 
io. as to the work of the Conference 
on Limitation of Armament. He told 
them he knew the "viewpoint of the 
Senate from personal experience."*

Almost on his knees he begged 
prompt fax-orable action, saying in 
conclusion:
